A. The Tribe of Dun is fuppofed to be omirted 
both in 1 Chron. and Kev. becaule by Idolatry 
they fell from the People of God. For we Read 
(Fudg. 18. 30.) That the Children of Dan fer up 
the Graven-lmage, and that Jonathan and bis Sons 
of the Tribe of Manaffeh were Preifts to the Tribe of 
Dan until the Duy of the Captivity of the Land. The 
Reaion why Simeon is not Blefled by Mofes 
with the other Tribes is thought to be, becaule 
thar Tribe was exceedingly Defiled with Fornica. 
tion both Spiritual and Corporal, 

Q. Gentlemen, Pray, be p'eafed to flew me what 
Authority we bave from Scripture, for the Continuance 
of thy Claufe in the 29th Article of the Church of 
England, wx. The Church hath Power to Decree 
Rites or Ceremonies, and Authority in Controver- 
fies of Faith. And you will highly Ob'ige, 

Your Servant and Subfcriber, A.——— 

A. This Claufe has been the Chief Subject of 
the Diffenters Cavils againft the Eftablithed Church 
from the time of the Reformation ull now, but 
with how little Reafon we dare Appeal to the 
Who.e Chriftian World. All that our Church here- 
by Ciaims is only the Power of Inftiruting Laws 
concerning Matters of Order and Decency in the 
Church of God as are neither repugnant to the 
Eviience of any Divine Law, nor any rational Ar- 
gumen, nor are atcended with any Publick Incon- 
venience, And her Authority in Controverfies of 
Faith fhe Claims not as an Infallible Judge of Ov- 
thodoxy, bur as the moft proper Interpreter of the 
Oracles of Vruth committed to her Charge in Or- 
der to preferve Peace and Unity of Faith. There is 
none bur will allow that in every Civil Sociery 
there is inveited aPower of niaking and altering 

aws and of determining Conttoverfies, fo they do 
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not Infringe upon the Laws of God; and the fame 
Authority is allowed to be in every litrle Family. 
Is it reafonable therefore that the Church which is 
the City of the Living God thall be deprived of all 
Power, or that her Ordinances fhall have no Ef- 
fed&t P As co Marrers of ourward Order and Come- 
linets in the Worfhip of God, the Scripture hath 
prefer:bed nothing particularly, bur only has com. 
manded in geveral ehat all Things be done Decently 
and in Order (1 Cr. 14. 40.) which general In- 
junction for the ordering of things Decently, and 
yet Silence, as to particulars by which thar Decen- 
cy is to be preferved, amounts to a manifeft Decla- 
ration that a particular ordering of thefe Things 
is by Divine Authority committed to the Difcreti- 
on of the Church, and {o is the Foundation ot this 
Article. Can any cne pretend that there are in 
Scripture exprefly or virtwally any particular 
Rules concerning the Time, Place, Form and Or- 
der of Prayers, Sermons, Sacraments, Fafts, Alms, 
€c. And yet without particular Rulcs concern- 
ing thefe and other Matters of the like Nature, 
Order and Uniformity in the Church cannot be pre- 
ferved. If every Man were at Liberty ro follow 
his particular Conceit in thefe Things, if it were 
free for Men to reprove, reject and difprace at 
their own Liberty what they fee ordered and 
practifed by the Obedient Members of the Church, 
if in fo great avariety of Ways as the Wit of Man 
is eafily able to find out, the Church fhou’d give 
every one Liberty to follow his Inventions, how 
cou'd the Apoftolick Rule be kept, or what wou'd 
follow bat utter Confufion in the Church? With 
great Reafon therefore has our Church afferred her 
Authoriry in this Article, which was never doubt- 
ed of uilabour the Time of the Reformation, 
when fome Refractory Men repining that their 
own Scheme of Feclefiaftical Polity cou’d not take 
Place, contrived ro ditturb the Peace of the Church, 
by maintaining this Pofition, that the Scripture # 
our only Lav ard mufi be the Rule to diredt win all 
Things, even fo far as the taking up of a Ruf or 4 
Zz Straw, 
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Straw: And tho’ in Fact they were never able to 
fhew. what External Ceremonies in the Worfhip 
of God the Scriptures do preicribe ; tho’ this ftrange 
Pofition of theirs if admitted wou'd deftroy all Au- 
thority whatfoever, Civil as well as Ecclefiaftical, 
{o that the Commands of Parents, Matters ard 
Princes as well as of Spiritaal Paftors and Peach 
ers woud be wholly void; yet «@ them and their 
followers it has always ferved as a Specious Argu 
ment to undermine the Authority of the Church, to 
de(pife Canonical Obedience, to Brand our Cere- 
monies with the Name of Will-Worfhip and the 
Inventions of Men, and in fhort to maintain their 
Schifm. The Prejudices fome have conceived a- 
gainft Ufurparions of the Church in former Times 
have wrought in rhem an Error of Extreme, in 
Derogating from her that Power which Scripture 
and Neceffity has given her. Thefle Eraftian Prin- 
ciples have of lace been defended by Men of a dit- 
ferent Stamp and to different Ends. But as we are 
fully {acisfied of their Falfiry and Pernicious Conte- 
quence, {0 we fhall Embrace all Opporrunities of 
of demonftraring the fame to the World, and of 
Aniwering all Objections that fhall be offered to 
us againft this (fo much bur unjuft y controveted ) 
Article. 

Q Gentlemen, The Fame of ths Metropolis, 
brought me up mear an Hundred and Fifty Mives, 
with a Curiofity to fee, if it Anfwerd thofe Idex’s 1 
conceiv'd of it, where Ihave Livd now near a Year, 
and find my felf infinitely difappointed, as you may 
Fudge by the folowing Remarks Ihave made, The 
Court, as you may imagin, first engag d my Thoughts, 
where, having feveral Relations, I found an eafy Ace 
cefs. Tha, faid 4 to my felf, # the Fountain of Honor, 
where the People muft be adorn’d with the moft Beau- 
tiful Qualifications, having all the Advantages to im- 
prove themfelwes, as Education, Converfation, &c. 
Here, I expected to find all Virtues fining in their 
brighteft Perfections ; but alas! how was | mifaken

engagd my Curiofity to Examin their wort! ; feveral 
of which I found to be Pexfons of no Birth, no Educs- 
tion, no Ingenuity, no Honor, notiue Merit, and little 
Senfe, the Room of all which was fupply'd by Cunning, 
and Afjurance. In their Conver/e, Haughty, Moro/e, 
Superciliow, and all the Oppofites to the Genuine Di- 
Gates of Honor and Liberal Education. One I fam, 
who wast known to a Friend of mine, a Snotty-Nofe 
Apprentice behind a Counter, not worth an hundred 
Pounds, and now deem'd worth three hundred Thou 
fands, whofe whole Life ccu'd not be accus'd of one 
jingle Merit 5 and dowvelefs feveral others, were they 
tracd to their Original, would come under the fame 
Predicament, baving grt their Eftates out cf the Pub- 
lick Revenues, the wo: ft Oppr«ffions of the People, and 
now infult *. over fuch, againft whom, were they put 
in the Ballance, they weu'd weigh fo light, as ta hick 
the Skies. Other Courtiers I next obferv’d of a dif- 
ferent kind, Courteous, Obliging, Engaging and full 
of Promifes and Proteftations ; but when put to the 
Teft, 1 found all their fine Qualities but meer Appear- 
ance and Hiabit without the leat floadow of Defizn 
in all their [pecicus Pretences. The whole Court feemd 
to me to be compofed of thefe two forts of People, As 
for rhe Ladies, I found them made up of Vanity, Im- 
pertinence, Loquacity, Affe ation, Scandal, &c.

lation on the Gencral is imperfect. And your Er. 
ror proceeds hence. The two forts of People you 
mention, (the Scandals of the Court) having

HE Letters from the Camp before Doway, 

May the 22d. Advife, that on Monday 

Night Count Feltz General of the Impe- 

rial Horfe, and Lieutenant General Cadogan with 
4000 Thoufand Horle were order'd to go and view 
the Ground and Pofts about Arras, the next Day 
they return'd to the Camp and brought Advice that 
the Foor of that Garrifon March’d out at 3 in the 
Morning towards Durlens; thar they faw about 
20 Squadrons of Horfe drawn out, but they lay 
under the Cannon of the Town till our Troops re- 
tird: ’Tis faid, thefe Troops have receiv'd orders 
to continue their March to Peronne to join the Ar- 
my that is drawing together near that Place: ‘Tis 
advis’d trom Cambray that the Marefchals Villars, 
Berwick, d’Arco, Bezons and Montefquiou are 
come thither ro hold a Council of War. The Ad- 
vices from Bruffels, May the 22d. are that on the 
, 6th. a Detachment of Six Hundred Men came 


thither for Provifions for the Heffien Trocps a-,j 
the next Day they rejoin'd them at Soignics, Thar 
his Grace the Duke of Marlborough has tent co 
the General that Commands thefe Forces ro hasten 
their March, wher-upon, ’tis thoughr, they will 
Arrive at the Camp before Doway in a Day or 
two at furtheft: That the Enemy continue to give 
out that they will atcempt the relief of Doway as 
foon astheir Army is Fornrd, and the Befiegers 
have made the Neceflary Dilpofitions to receive 
them.
